Oct. 19.—The British of¬ 
ficial information bureau, in one of 
its communications to-day say the 
allies in the northern area have 
driven the Germans back more than 
thirty miles. The precise locality 
of this advance and retreat is not 
indicated, but it can have been only 
at some point on the western wing 
where the Germans are trying by 
way of the coast to resume their 
defeated dash to Paris.

London, Oct 19 —The Central News 
has s--nt out a dispatch from Harwich, 
In which the correspondent says he has 
learned on good authority, that the 
British cruiser Undaunted, accom¬ 
panied by two torpedo-boat destroy¬ 
ers, has captured a German mine layer 
In the North Sei 

The dispatch says the mine layer 
was disguised as a hospital ship. The 
Undaunted Is bringing her pri*e into 
Harwich.

Montreal. Oct 19.—Fourteen charges 
• >f high treason were laid against 
Israel Schaefer, in immigration and 
Ticket agent in the police court this 
morning. Th** charge against him was 
that of assisting a public enemy by 
furnishing steamer tickets and money 
to Austrian reservist* to enable them 
M return t » tho ranks. He is charged 
with having instructed them to rep¬ 
resent themselves as Bulgarians. The 
charges this morning were identical 
with that up.n which Schaefer was 
arrested >n Saturday. Schaefer, after 
arrest was handed over to the civil 
authorities and he will he tried In the 
civil courts. Only penalty under law. 
following convi lion, is death, which 
may be modified by crown clemency. 


London. Oct. 18.'—Anti-German riot¬ 
ing in London last night caused the 
destruction of a score of shops. 
Damage was done in the Deptford 
Borough and in Old Kent Itoad. In 
the former district several stores were 
attacked and one was s**t afire 

In Old Kent Road. Meat markets 
were smashed and tiiis was followed 
by the wrecking of a confectionery 
store early this morning. Some of the 
shops were pillaged. 

Police were called out and twenty 
arresl.s were made. Precautions have 
been taken to prevent further rioting. 

Great precautions prevailed through¬ 
out Sunday in Deptford and neigh¬ 
boring boroughs. Crowds thronged 
the streets and refused to move at the 
orders of the police and soldiers. The 
rioters, threatened to attack German 
places In Bromley and other boroughs 
tf the authorities permitted them to 
open. 

The rioting was led by 100 dock 
laborers who had been turned out of a 
lodging house to make room for Bel¬ 
gian refugees. The men gathered in a 
German saloon and smashed the 
windows and I he bar. The dockers 
charged the owner of the saloon with 
having started a report that two 
battleships had been destroyed. The 
shop of a German butcher. In the 
window' of which a picture of Emperor 
|WTlliatn was displayed was destroyed, 
i The rioting proceeded for n distance 
of a mile before it was stopped by a 
detachment of soldiers. The shop¬ 
keepers all lived above their places of 
business and their apartments were 
sacked. 


London, Oct. 19.—General French, in

AVONMOUTH SURPRISED 
BY CANADIAN TROOPS 


JAPANESE CRUISER IS 
SUNK IN KIAU CHAU BAY 


London, Oct. 19.—The official press 
bureau passed the following Bristol 
message for publication this morning. 
"Early on Sunday morning a well 
known Atlantic liner landed a large 
number of Canadian troops at Avon- 
mouth. There arrival had, been kept 
secret and only a few privileged 
people were aware that the Canadians 
were expected. Although the men 
reached the docks at six o'clock. It 
was not until nine o'clock that the 
inhabitants knew' of their arrival. The 
drum and fife band of the Canadians 
made the inhabitant's aware of the 
presence of the Dominion soldiers. 
"Tlie people turned out, and lining the 
streets, gave the Canadians a hearty 
reception. The main body of tho men 
dhl not enter the town but were en¬ 
trained at the docks to resume their 
journey to their training quarters." 


Hit Mine on Saturday Night With 
Two Hundred and Eighty-Four 
Men on Board. 


Tokio, Oct 19 —It is officially an¬ 
nounced that the Japanese cruiser 
Takachlho was sunk by a- mine In 
Kiao Chau bay on the night of Octo¬ 
ber 17. One >tlloer and nine members 
of the crew are known to have been 
saved. 

The Japanese cruiser TakAchjb> was 
built in 1SS5 and refitted'in HroO. She 
was a vessel or 3,700 tons, and was 300 
feet long an 46 beam Her main bat - 
tery consisted of eight 6-inch guns and 
her speed was about H knots an hour. 

Ai rh-» time she went down thel 
Taka hiho carried 2S4 men. She was on' 
duty outside Tsing Tau when she 
fouled the mine. Japanese destroyers 
heard the explosion and saw the flames. 
They hurried to the assistance of the 
* ruiser. which, however, disappeared 
quickly, and in the darkness it was 
possible to rescue only ten men.

London. Oct 19.—The advance of 
the German forces threatening tho 
northern French sea coast hoJ been 
halted for the moment, says the cor¬ 
respondent of the Chronicle in north, 
ern France. 

"The Germans have suffered heavily 
in the recent fighting and arc now 
short of munitions and stores. How¬ 
ever, they arc preparing to strike a 
heavy blow. It is probable that tiie 7 
will attempt to penetrate the defences 
of Dunkirk with the object of over¬ 
running the French coast as far as 
Calais and Bologno. Heavy siege guns 
at Antwerp arc being moved toward 
the present Gorman line, while large 
bodies of German troops are being 
pushed forward. A large force of Gor¬ 
mans Is centred at Thorout. twelve 
miles southeast of Bruges.

London. Oct. 19.—There has been 
given out in London a descriptive ac¬ 
count of some recent developments in 
Fiance, sent by an eye-witness at¬ 
tached to the British general head¬ 
quarters. The account is dated Oct¬ 
ober 13, in France, and is in part as 
follows: 

"On the filing iine the men sleep 
in dugouts they have hollowed or cut 
under the sides of the trenches. These 
refuges are raised slightly above the 
bottom of the trenches so ns to '•e- 
maln dry in wet weather. The floir 
of the trench is sloped for purposes of 
drainage. Some of the trenches ire 
provided ’ with overhead coverings, 
which gives protection from the wei- 
ther as well as from shrapnel and 
splinters of shells. Considerable in¬ 
genuity has bc«*n exercised by the men 
in naming these shelters. Among the 
favorite designations are the 'Hotel 
Cecil/ the 'Hits Hotel/ the 'Billet 
Doux Hotel.' and the 'Rue Dormir/ 

"On the road barricades are to be 
found boards bearing the notice: 'This 
way to the Prussians.' Obstacles of 
every kind abound and at night each 
side can hear the enemy driving pic¬ 
kets for entanglements. In some 
pla-es obstacles have been construct¬ 
ed by both sides so close together that 
some wag suggested that each side 
provide working parties to perform 
this fatiguing duty alternately, inso¬ 
much as the work of the enemy is al¬ 
most indistinguishable fr< m ours and 
serves the same purpose.

London, Oct. 18.—An official report by 
General French, commander-in-chief 
of the British expeditionary forces, 
given total of killed, wounded and 
missing from September 12 to October 
8, as 561 officers and 12,980-men. 

The flushing c >rrespondent of the 
Weekly Dispatch, in a message dated 
Saturday, says: "The Germans have 
levied a fine on Ostend of £200.000. At 
an early hour to-day great forces be¬ 
gan to pass through. The artillery in 
closs formation consisted of about 500 
guns, and there were 40.000 Infantry 
and fewer cavalry. More guns arrived 
at noon. 

"There are indications of a big move¬ 
ment against Dunkirk (the French sea¬ 
port) on the allies. German sailors ar¬ 
rived at Blankenberghe (a Belgian port 
on the English channel, nine miles 
northwest of Bruges) to-day.” 

A dispatch to Reuter’s from Maasluis, 
Holland, says that the Holland-Amer- 
ican line steamer Noordam, which 
struck a mine in the English channel 
Saturday, arrived safely at Rotterdam 
early to-day. The vessel's stern and 
rudder were slightly damaged, but 
there were no personal accidents. 

The Amsterdam correspondent of 
Reuter's has forwarded the following 
Austrian official statement regarding 
operations in Galicia, which was given 
out in Vienna Saturday noon: "The 
battles on the line running through 
Stry, Sambor and Medyn and on the 
river San are progressing favorably, as 
are also our operations against the 
enemy along the Dneister river. North 
of Wyszkow the Russians were again 
I repulsed. 

“At Synowuckowysz* our troops forced 
a crossing of the Stry river, conquered 
the heights north of Synowuckowysze 
I and pursued the enemy. 

“W e further occupied the heights 
north of Podbusz, southeast of Stry 
and Sambor. after severe fighting. Our 
attacks north of the Stry river are pro¬ 
gressing north of Przetnysl. On the 
east bank of the San river our troops 
are gaining. Up until now about liCOO 
prisoners have been taken."

Wash., Oct. 19.—Five j 
masked men. all armed, robbed the 
First National bank of Sedro-Woolley 
of more than $20,000 at 8.50 Saturday | 
night and escaped into the woods after 
wounding three, whom the robbers shot 
while fleeing from the bank. 

Melvin Wilson, ten years old, struck 
by a stray shot fired by one of the 
bandits, died at the home of his par¬ 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. James Wilson, at 
6.30 o'clock last night. The boy was 
shot in the abdomen., Fred Cardine. 
bartender, who was shot in the leg. and 
Joe Peterson, a logger, are recovering. 

Several different posses of deputies 
and citizens under the leadership of 
the sheriff of Skagit county, Edward 
Wells, and the city marshall, Charles 
Vllleneueve have been out all Saturday 
night and Sunday and have covered 
closely all the territory around Sedro- 
Woolley without once coming close to 
the bandits, though last night there 
was some doubt as to which route the 
five robbers took. More than fifty men 
are In the various posses, and several 
of the parties were nut all night. 

The amount of the bank loss will not 
*&e known until this afternoon. Tt was 
said yesterday the sum would be be¬ 
tween $15,000 and $20,000. 

Melvin Wilson. th<j boy who died last 
night, was two blocks away from the 
scene of the shooting when hit. He 
was standing near the Great Northern 
Station when a stray bullet struck him 
down. His death was due to blood 
poisoning.

Next we see it at the Belgian frontier, 
and now it has reached Haulers, a 
point smite fifteen miles north of the 
Belgian boundary line, and is si ill mov¬ 
ing. This backward march of the Teu¬ 
ton has not been a voluntary operation. 
It has been forced by the allies’ of¬ 
fensive which began at the Marne. It j 
is part of u gn at sweeping moveim nt I 
.which has for its object the expulsion ' 
of the German armies not qnly from 
France but from Belgium. 

Events have begun to move quickly 
during the last few days. This is due 
to the comparatively open nature of the 
country, which permit* of the rapid, 
movement of infantry and th" superb 
fi. hi artillery of France. It deprives 
the Germans of an opportunity to 
manoeuvre successfully their heavy 
guns and gives the allies a wide open¬

His story as told to a Times reporter 
is the first complete account ever pub¬ 
lished of the detailed movements of the 
Stefansson party from the time they 
left Victoria until the polar ice swal¬ 
lowed them up, leaving several to per¬ 
ish on the barren wastes of Wrangel 
fsland. 

Mr. McConnell arrived in Seattle on 
Saturday.from the north, being one of 
the three men, (Wilkins, the photo¬ 
grapher, and Dr. Jennis, ethnologist, be- j 
ing the others,) who were left behind 
by Stefansson when the leader con- 1 
tinued northward. 

In detailing the adventures of the 
northern party, Mr. McConnell stated 
that the Karluk was first stuck in the 
ice about August 16, 1913, and drifted 
up and down the north coast of Alaska, 
until about September 16. between the 
two points, Cape Halkett and Camden 
Bay. a distance of about 200 miles. She 
came to a stop opposite the mouth of 
the Colville river, and sixteen miles 
off shore, where she was frozen in, and 
remained stationary until September

Artillery is playing a prominent and 
shattering part in the present war. 
The arms which are principally em¬ 
ployed in this service are the machine 
gun, which pours a terrifying rain of 
lead into the opposing forces, and the 
weapon which hurls the shell known 
as shrapnel. The latter, indeed, is 
probably the most destructive arm in 
light artillery, the injuries of the| 
greater proportion of the wounded hav- ■ 
ing been inflicted by the bullets fiung 
hither and thither when this missile 
explodes. 

Shrapnel receives its name from 
General H. Shrapnell, who Invented the' 
shell during the Peninsular war. This 
ingenious artillerist conceived the Idea 
of taking a hollow shell, filling it with 
small metallic odds and ends and pro¬ 
viding It with an explosive charge. 
When the latter was detonated, natur¬ 
ally the contents were scattered In all 
directions. Owing to the character of 
the construction of this shell, it was 
known as ''spherical case-shot" until 
1862, when it was given its present 
name in accordance with the report of 
a select committee at Woolwich in that 
year. 

The shrapnel has undergone consid¬ 
erable improvement during recent 
years, its deadliness and destructive¬ 
ness having been accentuated to a re¬ 
markable degree. Its design is some¬ 
what varied according to the special

Both Stefansson and Captain Bart¬ 
lett agreed she was frozen in for the 
winter, and made up a hunting party 
of four whites and two Eskimos which 
started for shore on September 20. Two 
dog teams were tstken, and two days 
were occupied in reaching a sand spit 
about five miles from the mainland 
where Stefansson decided to send back 
McConnell to the Karluk.

Well-timed shrapnel Is capable of in¬ 
flicting far greater injuries upon en¬ 
trenched troops than any other mis¬ 
sile. while, at the same time, It Is most 
unnerving. 

A third variety of th e shrapnel which 
is in common use is that employed 
against approaching cavalry. Here, 
again, dependence Is placed upon the 
time fuse, for In this Instance detona¬ 
tion occurs a few feet from the muz¬ 
zle of the gun. while the explosion oc¬ 
curs in such a manner that its maxi¬ 
mum power is directed forwards over 
n wide angle reaching, say. from th? 
feet of the horses to *he heads of their 
riders. 

The murderous effect of shrapnel is 
enhanced from the fact that not only 
are the bullets contained in the shell 
driven with terrific force in the de¬ 
sired direction, but the steel case itself 
is broken Into small pieces by the 
bursting charge. While the bullets in¬ 
flict clean, circular injuries, the jag¬ 
ged piece's of metal of th t . pulverized 
case tear gaping wounds. At the same 
time, it is capable of Wrecking wide-

"That day Captain Bernard fell from 
a high ice peak and cut his head badly, 
the gash reaching from a temple to 
temple. I took him ashore and sewed 
it up with an Eskimo needle which I 
had to soften in the light ,of a candle 
and bend before undertaking the oper¬ 
ation. Next day we started out again, 
taking J. R. Crawford in place of Cap¬ 
tain Bernard, and we continued north- 
j ward for two days on the sea ice until 
I we came to open water. 

"Stefansson and I killed some seals, 
and as there were more than we could 
use, we decided to send two hack to 
camp, together with some excess bag¬ 
gage. Wilkins and Castel were sent 
ashore with one dog team but just be¬ 
fore they reached land, a southwest 
gale came up and in one night blew 
them out to sea about thirty miles 
north and forty miles east of their 
destination. This reduced the sea party 
to six men and three teams. We con¬ 
tinued north for sixteen days, and on 
April 7 Johansen, Crawford and myself 
were sent back. Anderson, who had 
been engineer for the North Star, was 
selected by Stefansson to go on the Ice 
party. (The North Star had been pur¬ 
chased from Anderson during the win¬ 
ter. ) 

"Stefansson at that time told me per¬ 
sonally that he would turn hack after 
going north for fifteen days more, be¬ 
cause the s e as on was^yg etting lat- and 
the ice was breaking"up. At the same 
time, he made arrangements for the 
North Star to proceed to Banks Land 
In the summer. He took with him six j 
dogs, sixty days’ rations for the men. 
and fifty days’ rations for the dogs, 
two rifles, and one hundred rounds of 
ammunition. They had a plentiful sup¬ 
ply of clothing, and 1 think the> r *fan 
live on the ice for at least one and a 
half years, as each member of the 
party was a crack shot, and unless they 
get too far from the land the seals and 
hears will furnish them with enough 
food and fuel. Seal blubber supplies 
the latter. 

"The leader knows well how to build 
a snow house, having learned this from 
the blonde Eskimos, and there is no 
reason why they should not live com¬ 
fortably for the winter.” 

Speaking of the temperatures which 
they experienced. Mr. McConnell, while 
not giving specific degrees, said that it 
was warm for that month.

Pathetic Letters

cnees by British soldiers in the eariy I

recent issue of the London Times.

Acute Detonator. 

The torpedo consists essentially of 
two parts—the war-head which car¬ 
ries the explosive charge, and the body 
which contains the propelling balanc¬ 
ing and other mechanism. The war¬ 
head has a blunt nose, to which is 
attached a series of what are known 
as "whiskers.” which actuate the de¬ 
tonator whereby the charge is fired, 
even if only a glancing blow be struck. 
At this point there is also a small 
fan which commences to rotate and 
to unscrew itself the moment the mis¬ 
sile emerges from the tube. In reality 
this fan is a safety device, because 
it prevents the charge being fired un¬ 
til the torpedo has traveled a con- 
silerable distance front the ship. 
Should by any mischance the missile 
strike an obstruction, such as sub¬ 
merged wreckage, the torpedo would 
not explode.unless this fan had releas¬ 
ed itself. In the fore part of the 
body is a chamber which carries the 
supply of compressed air. together 
with the ingenious and secret appar¬ 
atus for heating the latter, anil there¬ 
by increasing the power of the com¬ 
pressed air charge. 

Regulates Depth, 
comes the "balance chamber" 
with its apparatus for regulating the 
depth at which the torpedo shall 
travel beneath the surface of the 
water. The wonderful and delicate 
engines which propel the missile, to¬ 
gether with the gyroscope are placed 
af(. ofjihe "balance chamber." and are 
followed In turn by the buoyancy 
chhmber. This is virtually a vacuum 
provided to Impart the required de¬ 
gree j*>f buoyancy to the torpedo. At 
the extreme end or tail of the missile, 
and outside the body, are disposed the 
propellers and rudders. 

As to defence from torpedo aftack, 
an enclosed harbor is best shelter, but 
for ships at sea movement and chang¬ 
ing of course are the Surest safe¬ 
guard. Torpedo nets are used jswurig 
out on booms, but they cannot be 
used whi n ships are under way, un- 
lc.-s the ships move very showly. 

Abandon Nets. 

They are employed when ships are 
unable to reach harbor and obliged 
to keep at sea during the night. Tn 
our recent ships, however, torpedo 
nets have been abandoned; it appar¬ 
ently being thought that the ships 
must find protection either in harbor 
or, in the vicinity of the enemy, by 
keeping under weigh.

city should provide for them. They 
have been dumped into this country 
because of tho steamship and rail¬ 
way companies’ policy. If tho gov¬ 
ernment refuses to allow aliens to 
leave the country, the steamship and 
railway companies should provide for 
them or give them work until a cer¬ 
tain time. Then the'aliens should be 
sent back to Europe at the expense of 
the said companies, as it has been 
done in r western Canada. The idea is 
plain. 

The aliens, most of whom, if not all. 
are working people, industrious and of 
various types of profession or trade, 
but I dare to say we don’t need them 
here. We got plenty of native sons, 
who should be sent to Europe. The 
empire wants all hands she can get 
to help her there, and much is to be 
said for our men for not leaving for 
the frontier. This provincial relief 
for enlistment is a mere patriotic ser¬ 
vice. and to a certain extent It will 
lessen the unemployment problem. I 
submit that no man under the age of 
fifty should fail to join the militia. The 
aliens could remain in this country 
to help the Dominion to become an 
empire. The labor market is asking 
for workers, empire-builders. Many of 
the aliens were naturalized in Can¬ 
ada, although many of them spring in 
origin from all the nations now at war 
In Europe, but they are true-Britons. 

This business of war will end the 
unemployment question, and then 
there will be no necessity for the pro¬ 
vincial authorities to advance schemes 
to alleviate the situation which gives 
much concern at present.

The water situation in Saanich has 
been the cause of another lawsuit, this 
latest being heard by Judge Ump- 
man in county court this forenoon. 

Thomas Shaw, lot 18, section 79. 
Burnside road, sues the municipality 
of Saanich for loss claimed to have 
been sustained by him through what 
is alleged to have been an error of 
the clerk of the municipality. F. A. 
McDiarmid acted for the plaintiff and 
H. B. Robertson, solicitor for the mu¬ 
nicipality, looked after its Interests. 

Mr. Shaw- stated that on May 15 he 
went to the office of the elerk to get 
a permit to lay a main and make con¬ 
nection with the water-main in order 
to secure a supply for irrigation and 
domestic purposes on his ranch. He 
had a conversation with the clerk as 
to the pressure he would have after 
the water had traveled six hundred 
feet and this information was got for 
him from the engineer, and he got 
his permit. He had to pay $15 to the 
city for the cost of making the con¬ 
nection when he was ready, and then 
he went ahead and spent $80 on dig¬ 
ging a trench and laying pipe for six 
hundred feet from his place to the 
comer of Burnside road and Marigold 
avenue. His own work he put at $20. 

I When the connection was ready for 
the city workmen to make the clerk 
of the municipality forbade it to be 
made and the city refused therefore 
to make it. 

Mr. Cowper. clerk of Saanich muni¬ 
cipality, said the permit was given, 
as it read, for a connection to be made 
with the main on Burnside road, and 
just as soon as he was advised by 
Councillor Chandler that Mr. Shaw was 
having a connection made with the 
Marigold road main he ordered the city 
not to proceed with that work. The 
reason for that was that there was an 
injunction against the municipality, 
taken out by the residents in Garden 
City, preventing It from allowing any 
residents outside that area being sup¬ 
plied from the main for which they] 
had paid. 

Mr. Robertson relied upon the exist¬ 
ence of the Injunction as protecting the 
municipality. Although It had been 
suspended since the city was getting 
Goldstream water, and would remain 
suspended until the first of the year, it 
would be an act of contempt of court 
for Saanich to 4IIow anyone living out¬ 
side Garden City or the addition to that 
area to be served from the Marigold 
road main. 

Mr. McDiarmid argued that there Is 
no main on Burnside road with which ( 
Mr. Shaw could connect, and that when 
he got the permit to lay a pipe for 600 
feet he had a right .to believe that the 
municipality was giving it to him to 
use the Marigold road main. He was 
now before the court entitled either to 
be given a supply of water or recom¬ 
pensed for the outlay he had made, 
$115. In addition to this he had lost his

Officer Tells How Major-General 
Hamilton Died on French 
Battlefield. 


London, Oct. 19.—A letter received 
in London to-day from an officer frbmj,. 
of Major-general Hubert Hamilton, 
whose body Has been brought to Eng¬ 
land, tells how the general met hi® 
end on the French battlefield- 

"He was standing with a group in 
a covered place," the officer writes, 
"when a shrapnel shell burst 100 yards 
away. A bullet pierced General Ham¬ 
ilton’s temple and he was killed on the 
spot. No other member of the group 
was scratched. 

“It was a fin*- death but I knew how 
the general would have felt to betaken 
before his Work was done."
